•was bald of details; yet as a first stop 
in the negotiations naturally oxpected 
to follow, it was satisfactory enough.

tMr. Walkem absolutely refused to

' Mr. Walkem had his own reasons for 
preferring to negotiate at Ottawa. He 
went there under the pretense of 
appealing to the Queen. The re- 
sult has been already told. After 
hanging around the capital in a man- 
ner strangely inconsistent with his ar- 
rogant pretentions and the professed 
object of his mission, and after having 
exhausted his ample store of artifice in

"This topic reminds me that in my 
account ot the review held by Marshal 

MiicMahon last month I remarked on 
tiio nb.seuco of /ouavi's. I was not 
tlit'ii aware that there were no longer 
any in France. Since t-iio war they 
have returned to their original duties, 
\Ybicli were those of colonial troops. 
The Empire imported them into Franco 
as it did in Tnrcos — tlioso S<'novs of 
Algeria. Vi'lien those corjiH Avon; in- 
troduced into the Imperial Guard it 
became necessary to have i-eseivo.s to 
keep up their strcnj^Ui, and so lino rn- 
{j;iments of Zouaves were brought into 
Freiic'h garrisons lo serve as a irnsf-iy 
for the Zouaves of the guard. The 
war did a gooil deal to dissipate tliu 
exaggerated prestige of those semi- 
Oriental troops. As for the Turcos, 
after Forbach and Woerth they ■were 
reduced toaliandful. Tlicii- I'juro] loan 
drill and diseijilino made Ihcm fm-- 
niidablo to the Arabs, and tiieir des- 
perate valour and ferocity rendered 
them ugly ojiponouts oven to regular 
soldiers. Hut their value was great- 
ly do;niuished by the introduction of 
long-range rifles. Excellent skirmish- 
ers, their catlike agility and, speed and 
furious onset also made them ieri i])le 
in a bayonet attack, when, regiiidlcss 
of death, they charged homo to break 
a line or square; "But'wben such eluii- 
ges had to-be ra'ade iipontroo[)H carry- 
ing rifles that kill at a tliousand yards 
and tiro si.x: times in a nuuute, tlic 
chief utility oi the lia]f-:;a,v;ige Tui'imj 
was gone.

Tory Desperation- 

[From the Tmoiito "Globp."] 

There aro certainly no bounds to tho 
lengths Tory partizanship will go, if it 
sees the remotest chance of accom- 
plishing its ends. It cannot bo forgot- 
ten that it was tho chief of the Tory 
party in Cauada wdio suggested seces- 
sion as tho alternative of tho British 
Columbians if the present Government 
of Canada did not accomplished what 
had, under the regime of Jthoir prede- 
cessors, been found to be iinpossiblo;. 
and now the organ of the Tory party 
is re-echoing American invitation to 
tho people of tho same Province to se- 
ver their connection with Great Bri- 
tain and Canada, and cast in their lot 
with tho Republic. 

Wo are bidden to believe that Bri- 
tish C!olumbia was gi^nitatiug towards 
secession when confederation with Ca- 
nada saved her to the Empire. It has 
been a favourite and fraudulent device 
of John A. and Co. to repi-esent that 
only tho acceptance by Canada of tho 
terms presented by British Columbia- 
including the Pacific Eailroad— pre- 
vented her from throAving herself into 
tho arms of the Amerieans. Such as- 
sertions oi| insinuations were a sorry 
slander on tho population of British 
Columbia. They have never shown a 
tendency towards a disloyal policy. 
Any note in favour of annexation to 
tho States has always been struck by 
some, speculative foreign agitator. But 
it has been eagerly caught uji and re- 
echoed for party purposes in Cana- 
da. 

An American newspaper, the "Alta 
California," published in San Fran- 
ciaco, has lately given the British Co- 
lumbian:s a very direct invitation to 
secede from Canada and join the 
Union. It is a question of railroad 
communication the "Alta California" 
holds. "British Columbia," it says, 
"must act energetically if sho wishes 
to have anything done. Tho road 
will have no existence except on pa- 
per UNTIL SECESSION IS THREA-

but if it bo uubeconiiug in an Ameri- 
can to advise secession, what siiall we 
say of a Canadian who i aises the cry 
of "tbe railroad or secession?'' The 
rail|road will have no existence except on 
paper until secession is threatened .cries 
the 'American. "THAT IS A FAIR 
PRESENTATION 0L\ THE MAT- 
TER," echoes the Tory organ in Can- 
ada. "Unfortunately for us," says the 
American, "the construction of the 
Northern Pacific Railway is distant and 
uncertain. It it were now advancing 
rapidly, the (piestion for British Col- 
umbia would bo dift'erent. She must 
have white emigration; she mmt have 
railroad communication with tho At- 
lantic Coast ; 'and lier population will 
have then the neart^^t political sym- 
pathies with the countries wliere they 
wero born, in which they have spent 
many years of their life and with which 
they are connected by the chief bonds 
of their commerce.' This, rejoins the 
organ, 'is a fair representation of the 
matter.' 'If the bulk of tho people of 
British Columbia,' continues the 
American, 'should go from the I'nited 
States on American railways, and have 
no railway communication with tbe 
other side of the Continent save 
through American territory, they 
would almost inevitably long for an- 
nexation. The political fuliiro of 
British Columbia may bo said to de- 
pond on tho question whether the 
Northern Pacific Biiilway is-to be built 
soon. If so, she can scarb'ely fail to

which form the sole remaining weapons 
of Troy warfare. 

Terrible Tight Between a 
Dog and a, R,attlesnake> ■ 

(From tho Atlnnta llcrold,] 

On the 22nd inst. , within two and a 
half miles of Allandalo, Ga., on the 
farm of John Davis Terrell, a most re- 
markable scene occurred. It ,:.was a 
terrible encounter between a db^' and 
a rattlesnake, which ended in the death 
of both. 

Al;out dusk that evening, as he and 
his pj^ughboy and a white woman ho 
had hired to hoo wore wending their 
way slowly homewards after a day of 
labor was over, leading their horses 
along a patliway near tho margin of 
the corn field, the wonuui, who was 
barefooted and walking in tho path 
ijefore them, suddenly sprang back, 
exclaiming that there waa tho biggest 
snake .she over aaw. Mr. Terrell then 
advanced with a short pine knot in his 
hand with tho intention of striking it, 
when tho boy cautioned him, remind- 
ing him of the imminent danger he 
would incur by attempting to kill such 
a snako with such a frail weapon. He 
made no further eftbrt to strike it, but 
the motion with tlie pine knot no doubt 
alarmed his snukesliiji, for ho instant- 
ly turned and glided into the bushes 
and briars, and as he moved his rattles 
made tho well-known sourid,,whichwas 
also familiar to the dog, who, hearing 
it, at once sprang upon the snake, and, 
it ia supposed, caught it by the tail 
and tore away its rattles, as their 'sound 
was not afterwards heard. 

Then commended a death struggle. 
The snake would strike at the dog,and 
he would seize it in his mouth and 
shake it. But before ho got a good 
hold on it struck him several times 
with its fangs. The dog had previoua- 
ly killed several'rattlesnakes, and un- 
derstood how to fight them on a fair 
open field; but in this case he fought 
at a very great disadvantage, being 
impeded in his movouients by tbe thick 
jungle of vines, briers aqd bushes 
among which the snake had t^ken ref- 
uge. The fatal wound must have been 
given by tho snake very soon after the 
contest commenced, as the dog was - 
observed to become weak and to stag- 
ger; then he seemed to renew his at- 
tack on the snake with terrible energy 
and ferocity, taking it by the bo^y and 
shaking it most vigorously frbnr side 
to side, and tearing geeat slugs of flesh 
from its body. 

As soon as he had subdued the rep- 
tile he carried it out to open ground, 
wlicro his master was, and laid it 
down. Then; reeling • like aldrunken 
ni!>u, under the workings of the dead- 
ly poison, the brave fellow placed his 
foot on his body, and, with the energy 
of desperation and death already' 
grappling with him, he literally tore 
out its vitals and strewed them on the 
groundi In a ' moment^ abd .,',at! the 
very climax of his victory, the mithful 
dog reeled and fell t? tho ground, and 
in a few iiioiaonts was still in death, 
notwithstanding every jiossiblo elTort 
was made to save him. Tho snako was 
an enormous one, and from Mr. Ter- 
n U's account must have beenrat least 
live feet long.
